I  nn  p.t  pro8er.t  livinr  at  the  Gloucester  -"-otcl ,  .-.eng  ..ong. 

On  wth  December  1941  hovtilitiea  broke  out  in  H:>ng  Kong  and  a 
few  da"a  later,  as  Cadet  Medical  Officer  in  the  Rield  Ambulance,  Kong 
Ken'-  Volunteer  Defence  Corps,  I  was  ooai;ed  as  Medical  Officer  to  the 
3rd  Battery,  H.  h.  V.  D.  C.  at  ?ak  Sr.a  ‘■’an,  Lyecun.  Due  to  very  heavy 
Japanese  shell  fire,  I  we  later  oent  back  to  our  Ad.vpnce  Dressing 
Station  situated  at  the  Soleaian  Miasion  Shaukiven.  The  a.  D.  S.  wps 
con.TiP.nded  by  Cantain  Stanley  !•'.  Bpnfil?  ,  Royal  Rifles  of  Canada,  end  the 
personnel  comprised  a  number  of  nodical  orderlies  from  the  sane  Regiment. 
The  building  pIbo  houeed  T..  a.  M.  C.  supplies  end  stores  in  charge  of 
q.  K,  S.  3UC:-a1'  end  p  number  of  a.  M.  C.  other  Ranks,  together  with 
a  civilian  Red  Cros3  Aid  Post  under  Dr.  0P107".  His  stpff  consisted  of 
another  Chinese  doctor.  Dr.  TSA.  G  OO.C  CXOR,  St.  John's  Anhulence 
Btretcher-bee-rers  rnd  some  a.  S.  nurses. 

At  about  C6CC  hours  on  19th  December  1941,  being  unaware  of  the 
fact  that  the  eneny  had  actually  landed  end  were  ir.  the  vicinity,  I  left 
the  a.  D.  S.  with  an  anbulance  carrying  2  wounded  Rajput  Officers 
(British  Captains)  end  pr.  injured  civilian.  *.Te  had  only  rone  a  few 
”ards  un  the  road  when  the  ambulance  ws  raked  by  intense  ne chine- gun 
fire.  The  driver  and  an  orderly  (both  Canadipns)  lep.pt  from  the  ambulance 
Pad  one  wp.s  hit  in  the  leg.  I  backed  the  vehicle  down  the  road  to  the 
Mission  and  managed.  to  get  into  the  building  to  warn  the  rest  of  tne 
personnel.  They  went  up  to  the  top  floor  of  the  building  and  from  there 
they  could  see  large  numbers  of  Japanese  on  the  hill-side  above.  In  a 
few* minutes  the  buildin-  was  surrounded  pnd  the  glass  doors  of  the 
basement  were  broken  in.  Owing  to  the  presence  of  women  and  civilians 
and  the  overwhelming  n-  nbers  o^  tho  enemy,  the  nrst  surrendered  .  All 
the  ncrsonnel,  including  Chinese  cooks  and  servpnts ,  w'-re  led  out  on  to 
the  level  ground,  in  front  of  the  buildinr,  end  ell  the  males  searched 
pnd  striked  excemt  for  their  trousers.  *.fter  rbout  p.n  hour ,  we  were 
all  led  on  to  the  m?ir.  roe.d.  pnd  tho  women  taken  up  towp.rd  I.yenun  Barracks 
while  the  men  were  led  u*i  tho  hill  behind,  the  Mission.  On  the  main  road 
we  saw  the  2  Rajput  Captains  lyin':  by  tho  ropd3id.e  after  having  been 
thrown  out  of  the  Ambulance.  Tho  men  were  then  lined  up  on  tho  edge 
of  the  nullah  which  runs  behind  tho  Mission,  with  a  largo  number  of 
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Jaocnese  crcopc  -on- the  .hillside  watching  on.  Suddenly  three  Je?p-neee 
soldiers  started  to  bayonet  our  uneuBpecting  men  from  the  rear  amidst 
cheers  from  the  enemy  onlookers.  Somo  of  our  men  had  to  be  bayoneted 
three  tines  before  thoy  would  fall  and  then  their  were  kicked  into  the 
null  eh.  I  think  at  this  moacr.t  panic  must  have  broken  loose  as  a  numbor 
of  those  on  the  lower  end  of  the  lino  broke  out,  ran  pnd  ran  these  wore 
shot.  These  included  Dr.  ORLO.TF.  Durin r  this  ppndenonian  of  shootinm 
I  fell  into  thn  nulla-h  as  though  shot,  tho  bodies  of  t^o  victims  later 
fellin'-  on  no  and  nrotoctinr  no  from  tho  orry  of  shooting  and  ba^onetting 
that  fallowed. 

I  lay  in  that  bloody  nullah  all  day,  he^rinm  thr  gropns  of  the 
dyinc  and  eaeinc  tho  flow  of  blood  under  ro,  but  not  darinm  to  novo. 

One  F.»  A,  M.  C.  cook,  badly  wounded  in  tho  neck  crawled  over  me  down 
the  nullph  end  I  advised  him  to  lie  still,  but  this  advice  ho  i  -nored. 
That  ni-ht ,  I  eacapad  down  the  nullah  but  w.-a  unablo  to  ret  through  tho 
Jp.pa.aeso  lines  p.nd  so,  pjter  obtaining:  Chinese  clrthcs,  lived  in  pn 
A.  F..  P.  Shelter  and  later  in  a  hill-squatters  hut  until  about  the  23rd 
Docenber,  when  Dysentery  pnd  rororal  vorknobs  forced,  me  to  make  my  way 
to  Causeway  3»y  where  t  skeltered  with  **  friend  who  put  mo  up  and  took 
cere  of  no  until  pftw/  Jp'.vt  ry  1942  vhaa  I  returned  to  my  homo.  I  left 
Hone  Hone  for  Free  Oh.na  in  July,  1Q42.
